Damaged car a *hate 
crime’ says Brexit voter 


THERE has been a 
further 
development 
following our July 7 
report on alleged 
‘hate crime’ in the 
area, following the 
EU Referendum. 

The article, which 
included the results of a 
snap poll of people in 
Cowbridge, had been in 
response to a letter to the 
Editor regarding an 
incident said to have 
taken place in the town 
post-Referendum. 

The writer’s wife, an 
EU national, had gone 
home “in floods of tears” 
after overhearing 

comments that 

‘immigrants’ should “get 
on with it and leave”, 
though he stressed this 
conversation was not 
directed at her. 


A news release from a 
Barry councillor had 
seemed to add weight to 
the assertion of 
increased ‘hate crime’ in 
the Vale. 

However, inquiries to 
South Wales Police had 
found this not to be the 
case. A force spokesman 
stated: “There has not 
been a marked increase in 
(racially-motivated) hate 
crime linked to Brexit or 
the EU Referendum in 
the Vale.” 

At the time, The GEM 
received a further 
statement from Police 
Superintendent Liane 
Bartlett, confirming: 
“We have not seen an 
increase in hate crime 
incidents reported to us in 
the past week” (since the 
Referendum).

HE’S MY HERO’ 

says George (10) as 

he meets the man 
who saved his life

A 10-year-old 
Cowbridge boy who 
was lapsing into 
anaphylactic shock, 
was saved by a 
Maesteg 

paramedic - and 
recently met his 
“hero’ to thank him 
personally 

George Howell 
attends Y Bont Eaen 
Primary School and has 
had a difficult few years 
bravely fighting serious 
illnesses. 

He was prescribed a 
diet, including mixed 
nuts to get him back up 
to strength, and all was 
going smoothly until he 
ate a Brazil nut. 

This particular nut 
was later identified as 
the culprit, but there had 
been no previous 
reaction to nuts. 

His mother, Helen, 
said: “George was 
happily tucMng into the 
bag of nuts when all of a 
sudden he started 
stroking his neck. 

“He then ran out of 
the front door, was 
physically sick and tried 
drinking water, but 
nothing seemed to be 
working. George was 
breathing very heavily 
and was having an 
anaphylactic reaction. 

“I phoned 999 and the 
ambulance service call- 
taker was excellent. She 
told me to try and keep 
George calm and still, 
gave me some advice 
and directions and told 
me to go back to George 
whilst the paramedic 
was on his way. 

“I tried to get him to 
take an antihistamine but 
he couldn’t keep it 
down. His face started to 
swell and he had a rash 
of white spots on his 
neck. 

“I comforted George 
on the settee and it was 
not long before our 
‘knight in shining

armour’ arrived, in the 
form of Cowbridge 
paramedic Alex Becker. 
He was fantastic and 
knew exactly what to do. 

“I honestly don’t 
know what we’d have 
done without him. He 
was so good with 
George and quite 
honestly if it wasn’t for 
Alex, I dread to think 
where George would be 
today.” 

The events of that day 
in March 2015 were 
clearly embedded deep 
in the Howell family, so 
much so that some 
months ago when Helen 
was shopping in 
Cowbridge, she came 
across Alex attending to 
a patient. 

Although George 
made every effort to run 
over to meet him, Alex 
had to leave to attend 
another call. 

It took Helen several 
months to track Alex 
down via emails to the 
Welsh Ambulance 
Service, but 16 months 
on from George’s 
emergency, they finally 
met up when Alex 
visited him at home.

It made interesting reading, particularly as it 
quoted Liane Bartlett, of South Wales Police, 
claiming: “We have not seen an increase in hate 
Clime incidents reported to us in the last week”; 
that may be true but there is one extra one now!

Cardiac charity 
aims to highlight 
hidden heart flaws 


THE charity Welsh 
Hearts is part 
funding a heart 
screening session in 
Cowbridge to help 
prevent deaths 
from undiagnosed 
heart conditions in 
the town. 

Welsh 

Hearts/Calonnau 
Cymru is providing 
ECG sessions at 
Cowbridge Town Hall 
on Saturday, August 6, 
from 9am to 4.30pm . 

Each screening lasts 
around 10 minutes and 
must be pre-booked 
online in advance. 

Every year in the UK 
thousands of people die 
from undiagnosed heart 
problems, including 
over 600 young people 
in Wales. 

Eounded in 2013, 
Welsh Hearts provide 
better access to 
lifesaving defibrillators, 
CPR training and heart 
screenings across 
Wales. 

Sharon Owen, 
founder of Welsh 
Hearts, said: “These 
heart screenings really 
do save lives. 

Eollowing five 
screenings across 
Wales, 14 people have 
now been referred to a 
specialist, having been 
diagnosed with heart 
conditions, including 
cardiomyopathy, a hole 
in heart. 

“That’s why we 



fundraise tirelessly to 
provide these all- 
important screening 
sessions. The sessions 
are open to anyone 
aged 12-35 years and 
we urge people to make 
the most of these 
sessions while we are 
in town. 

“Many people 
associate heart 
problems with older 
people, but sadly this is 
not the case. In Wales 
we lose hundreds of 
young people to 
undiagnosed heart 
conditions each year. 

“It is not acceptable 
and we want to stop it, 
which is why our 
charity is dedicated to 
promoting and 
protecting heart health 
in Wales.” 

An ECG, or 
electrocardiogram, is a 
pain-free, non-invasive 
screening that will 


identify most cardiac 
abnormalities, helping 
the conditions to be 
managed and 
preventing unnecessary 
deaths. 

Welsh rugby star Ian 
Gough became a patron 
for Welsh Hearts 
following his own heart 
scare last year. The 
former Ospreys player 
was diagnosed with 
atrial fib^rillation - an 
irregular and 
abnormally fast heart 
rate - following a heart 
screening in early 2016. 

The diagnosis 
allowed treatment so it 
can be managed in the 
future.

Judge tells local man (21): 

'This is your last chance' 


A YOUNG man who dishonestly 
handled a stolen electric scooter 
following a burglary at an address 
in Barry told the police a “cock 
and bull story” concerning the 
crime, said a judge at Cardiff 
Crown Court, writesAJSICLUNA. 

Bradley McCann (21) had been 
convicted by magistrates of handling the 
stolen property and had been committed to 
the Crown Court for sentence. 

McCann, formerly of Port Road, Barry, 
but who had recently moved to the 
Adamsdown area of Cardiff, was also in 
breach of a 16-month suspended sentence 
imposed for offences of burglary and theft. 

Prosecutor Heath Edwards said McCann 
came into possession of a motor scooter 
worth £100 following a burglary in the 
Barry area. McCann posted it for sale on 
the internet for £40. 

The owner saw the advertisement and 


contacted the police, who interviewed 
McCann. He said he had bought it for £40 
and suspected it had been stolen. 

Mr Edwards said the burglary took place 
two years ago in the Maesglas area of Barry 
when McCann stole the keys of the owner’s 
car and drove it away. 

He was said to have previous convictions 
for taking a vehicle without consent, 
aggravated vehicle taking, shoplifting and 
possessing cannabis. 

His solicitor, Adam Sharp, said McCann 
was an unsophisticated offender who didn’t 
know for certain that the vehicle had been 
stolen. Mr Sharp added that McCann now 
found his liberty being threatened. 

He urged the judge not to impose an 
immediate sentence, but to allow him to 
remain in the community. 

Judge Geraint Walters said McCann had 
told the police a “cock and bull story”. He 
added that McCann was still only 21, and 
already he had been convicted on a number 
of occasions by the courts. 


“The most serious was the dwelling 
house burglary.” 

He said McCann would have been told 
that if he breached the order, he would be 
sent to prison. 

“That is what the law says, and only in 
exceptional circumstances can the court 
draw back.” 

Said the judge: “I’m not convinced you 
completely accept all guilt in relation to the 
scooter. You told a cock and bull story and 
I must tell you judges are not completely 
naive, and you could not blame me if I sent 
you down. 

“You have never suffered a sentence of 
imprisonment, but you are getting 
increasingly close. Treat this as your last 
chance.” 

He was sentenced to a community order 
for one year involving an electronically- 
tagged curfew for three months from 9pm 
to 6am and to carry out 100 hours of unpaid 
work. He was also fined £100 for the 
breach of the suspended sentence.

and a day out on the Avon 


THE Wales Air 
Ambulance was the 
subject of the July 
meeting of 

Cowbridge U3A. 

The guest speaker, 
who identified himself as 
“Dan the Man”, had the 
audience captivated as 
the story of the helicopter 
ambulance service in 
Wales unfolded. There 
was an extended 

questions session at the 
end of the talk as the 
interest level had been so 
high. 

There are three bases 
in Wales: Llanelli; 
Welshpool; and 

Caernarfon, with a fourth 
due to become 

operational next month at 
the heliport in Cardiff 
Bay. This coverage 

ensures that anywhere 
within the principality is 
within a 20-minute flight 
time. 

The service’s motto is 
‘Saving Time, Saving 
Lives’ - and its aims are 
to prevent the patient’s 
condition deteriorating, 
to promote recovery and 
to provide an effective 
journey to the most 
appropriate hospital, 
which may not 
necessarily be in Wales. 

Since its inception, 
there have been 24,000 
missions, with the 
current rate of responses 
to ‘Category 1 Red 

emergencies’ (i.e. life- 
threatening) being 
around 2,000 per year. 

The helicopters can 
operate in any 
conditions, apart from 
when there is lightning, 
in gale-force winds, in 


blizzard conditions and 
at night. 

A quarter of missions 
are to deal with the 
aftermath of road traffic 
collisions, where the air 
ambulance is often, 
because of the ensuing 
road congestion, the best 
means of removing 
casualties. If there has 
been a serious incident, 
the helicopter is ideal for 
accessing cliffs, beaches, 
areas of rough terrain, 
mountains and 

motorways. 

Where the response 
time of a land ambulance 
could be an hour or more, 
especially if roads are 
impassable because of 
traffic jams or inclement 
weather, the helicopter’s 
is only 10-12 minutes. 

The current machines 
are Eurocopter 135s, 
designed specifically for 
the crew to attend to a 
patient in flight. 

They carry the most 
modern medical 

technology and a supply 
of blood. Next- 
generation air 

ambulances will have 
night vision capability. 

Agreements are in 
place for neighbouring 
air ambulance units - 
there are more than 30 
now in England and 
Wales - to provide cover 
if all an area’s helicopters 
are operational. 

Wales Air Ambulance, 
with operating costs of 
£6 million per year, is a 
registered charity 

supported wholly by 
public donations. Money 
is raised through the 
‘Lifesaving Lottery’, 
legacies, special 


fundraising events and 
the charity shops 
throughout Wales. 

The audience was 
informed that, if a red air 
ambulance was seen in 
the air, it was almost 
certainly on a life-saving 
mission. 

It was appropriate, 
therefore, that as the 
author of this article was 
travelling home through 
Pontyclun shortly after 
the talk, a red helicopter 
flew across the sky. 

The Wales Air 
Ambulance - a very 
worthwhile cause to 
support.

green environment, 
getting incredibly close 
to a heron fishing in the 
water’s edge.

TWO SITES IN BARRY IDENTIFIED 

New council houses 
in the Vale will be 
the first for 17 years 


THE Vale Council 
plans to build the 
first new council- 
owned housing in 
the county for 17 
years. 

A total of £3 million 
has been budgeted for the 
building of new homes in 
2016 and 2017. 

Two sites in Barry 
have been identified. 

Plans were agreed at a 
meeting of the council’s 
cabinet on July 11 that 
could see construction 
soon under way on two 
developments of new 
homes for families who 
have children with 
disabilities in Barry. 

Coun Bronwen 

Brooks, the cabinet 
member responsible for 
housing, said: “Building 
new council housing has 
long been an aspiration 
of this administration. 
Now, after a huge 
amount of work, I am 
delighted to say that we 
are in a position to 
deliver this. 

“We know that the 
Vale needs more 
affordable housing and 
more homes for those 
living with a disability. 
This is what we will be 
providing as part of this 
scheme. 

“These new 

developments will 

provide homes to those 
in very real need, who 
have in some cases been 
waiting for a long time. 


They will make a very 
real difference to the 
lives of our residents and 
I believe will mark a 
significant change in the 
way this council works to 
tackle housing issues in 
the Vale.” 

Plans for the new 
homes, to be built on 
land near to Holm View 
and Francis Road in 
Barry, are currently being 
finalised. It is expected 
that applications for 
planning permission will 
be submitted in the 


coming weeks. 

A local information 
event has taken place at 
the Holm View 
Community Enterprise 
Centre and local 
residents will have a 
further opportunity to 
view the plans and share 
any comments before the 
final plans are submitted 
for consideration. 

If planning permission 
is granted construction 
work at Francis Road 
could start on site as soon 
as September 2016.

Coun Neil Moore, 
Leader of the Vale of 
Glamorgan Council, 
said: “The council has 
been working hard to 
see a new road link 
established to and from 
Barry Island for many 
years Our goal has 


always been to make it 
easier for residents and 
visitors to get to and 
from Barry Island at 
peak times. 

“With the busiest 
time of year for the 
resort just around the 
corner, we have 
negotiated to get us to a 
point where the new 
road can be opened in 
time for the summer 
holidays, while still 
allowing the 

development of the 


surrounding area to 
continue. 

“The new road will 
allow entry into the 
Harbour Road car park 
from both the Island 
Causeway, as well as 
to and from the 
Waterfront 
development. 

“However, the exit 
from the car park will 
be restricted to travel 
towards the 

Waterfront,” Coun

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Police seize drugs 
and make arrests 
in big operation

POLICE arrested 
14 people and 
seized drugs from a 
number of 
addresses during a 
day-long police 
operation across 
Bridgend and the 
Vale on Wednesday, 
Julyl3. 

Officers forced their 
way into four properties 
under the Misuse of 
Drugs Act and arrested 
suspects during the day 
of action called 
Operation Violet Oman. 

Addresses in 
Porthcawl and in the 
Wildmill area of 
Bridgend were searched 
for drugs by specially 
trained teams. 

The police say twenty 
cannabis plants were 
seized in total from 
addresses in Church 
Place and St David’s 
Way, Porthcawl. 

One person linked to 
the Church Place address 
was given a caution, 
whereas two people 
linked to St David’s Way 
were charged with 
possessing controlled 
drugs and being 
concerned in the supply 
of class B drugs. 

Another woman was 
arrested for allegedly 
possessing heroin by 
officers patrolling 
Bridgend town centre. 

Police also arrested 
six suspects for offences 
which occurred in the 
Vale, Bridgend, and 
Maesteg, and who were 
wanted by police in 
connection with offences 
including assault, 
harassment, theft and 
public order.

Mr Davies said: “The 
sheer incompetence of 
the Vale of Glamorgan 
Council to effectively 
tackle this situation in 
Sully is of a huge 
frustration to the 
residents and local 
community in Sully. 

“The travellers have 
occupied the land since 
2012 and for the council 


officers and PCSOs were 
involved in the operation 
including neighbourhood 
policing officers, 
mounted officers, 
specialist search teams, 
police dogs and dog 
handlers, traffic officers 
and crime prevention 
officers. 

Inspector Melanie 
Knight, said: “The 
operation was about 
sending a message that 
we will pursue those 
involved in criminal 
activity and act on the 
information the public 
gives us. 

“The public are our 
eyes and ears and are 
essential partners in the 
fight against all kinds of 
crime. Operations such 
as this one enhance our 
abilities to act upon the 
different concerns of 
local communities.” 

Officers involved in 
the operation also 
carried out checks on 
licensed premises and 
Bridgend retailers linked 
to the sale of 
psychoactive substances, 
and carried out high 
visibility patrols in 
priority areas. 


to simply say it is 
‘working on a solution’ is 
simply not acceptable - 
one year possibly, but 
four?

grip. 

“With serious 

questions regarding 
contamination and 
general safety on the site

South Wales Police 
are introducing the 
latest technology, to 
keep communities 
safe and fight 
crime. 

The force has 
acquired one drone, 
which will be used to 
carry out a wide range of 
tasks including assisting 
with searches for 
missing people, policing 
large-scale events, 
tackling anti-social 
behaviour and keeping 
officers safe. 

Drones, or unmanned 
aerial vehicles (UAVs), 
are used by many 
organisations across the 
world. 

Regulated in the UK 
by the Civil Aviation 
Authority (CAA), UAVs 
offer frontline officers a 
different perspective on 
policing. 

Assistant Chief 
Constable Jeremy 
Vaughan said: “Today 
marks a new chapter in 
our fight to prevent, 
deter and detect crime. 

“In recent years, south 
Wales has been affected 
by deliberate fire setting 
and nuisance off-road 
bikers. 

“Now that we have 
the capability to monitor 
and patrol areas which 
are geographically 
challenging, we can 
continue to keep south 
Wales a safe place in 
which to work and live.” 

CAA regulations state 
that drone operators 
must pass a national 


CAA accredited 
qualification. Currently, 
the force has 10 trained 
operators in place, their 
skills will be used to 
detect and deter crime 
across south Wales. 

They will complement 
the service provided by 
the National Police Air 
Service and the force has 
worked closely with it in 
developing drones 
within south Wales. 

Inspector Frances 
Williams, South Wales 
Police, added; “Drones 
offer many benefits that 
will support our current 
operational resources. 

“This technology will 
provide a more cost- 
effective and efficient 
way of dealing with 
missing person searches, 
crime scene 
photography, and other 
police activities. 

“Using a drone to 
capture footage on 
difficult terrain and hard 
to reach areas will allow 
officers to gain vital 
information, quickly, 
safely, and allow us to 
respond effectively at 
the scene. 

“Initially, drones will 
be deployed to 
investigate grass fires 
and other rural crime 
and other community- 
based operations. As 
their capability develops, 
they will be deployed for 
more general policing 
work.” 


‘Swarming’ remains a big 
problem for the beekeepers 


RESPONDING to 
‘swarm calls’ is 
still an on-going 
activity! 

The very variable 
weather has been 
providing excellent 
growing conditions for 
plants and this in turn 
has meant lots of forage 
for the bees to exploit. 

I have taken several 
lifts (boxes) of honey 
off and surprisingly 
there has not been a 
trace of oilseed rape 
honey to be seen. 

One forage plant that 
has been very 
noticeable this year is 
the hawthorn, and I 
have observed bees on 
those very blossoms. 

There are many 
other nectar and pollen- 
rich plants being visited 
by the bees thus 
providing, eventually, a 
truly multi-floral honey. 

Although I have had 
some honey, the 
swarming activity of the 
bees has seen a 
reduction in the amount 
that was earmarked for 
removal. 

Why is there going to 
be less honey for the 
beekeeper because a 
colony has decided to 
swarm? 

Let’s analyse the 
situation. At present in 
any one of the colonies 
alone there will be at 
least 60,000 to 70,000 
bees and around 30,000 
are primed to depart i.e.

swarm! Before they 
depart, each one will fill 
up with honey and what 
was a well-stocked 
colony is now a 
somewhat depleted 
colony. 

As far as the bees are 
concerned, everything is 
going to plan - it is 
only the beekeeper that 
is dismayed... 

So here we have a 
colony that has 
swarmed, and where 
there is still honey left 
in the hive... but this 
will be required by the 
remaining bees and 
definitely not for the 
beekeeper. 

What happens now? 
Well, the bees that have 
been left behind do 
have new queens 
developing; several 
eggs laid by the 
departed queen will 
have been selected to 
become new queens. 

Only one queen is 
required, so once one 
has hatched out, the 
other queens waiting to 
hatch will become 
surplus to requirements 
and will be disposed of 
i.e. killed! 

It will be at least a 
month before the new 
queen begins to lay any 
eggs at all, and so begin 
to boost the colony’s 
numbers. 

For the new queen to 


function as she should, 
she has to be mated. For 
this to occur, she must 
leave the hive and meet 
up with male bees 
(drones) and she will 
mate with 10 to 20 of 
these drones, then return 
to the same hive she 
came from. There the 
inmates detect this 
change in her and the 
colony is now this new 
queen’s in her own 
right. Consequently, all 
is well. 

Can the beekeeper 
control this swarming? 
Yes, there are ways and 
means to do this - but 
you do not always 
succeed and the bees 
will swarm, anyway. 

As a beekeeper, you 
manipulate a colony and 
hope you are doing the 
right thing. The bees are 
the masters - they know 


precisely what has to be 
done and when. 

For those wishing to 
take up the art of 
beekeeping, it can be 
somewhat daunting at 
first and swarming is 
usually going to be the 
biggest problem they 
will have to address. 

It is, however, a very 
worthwhile and 
absorbing pursuit. 

My beekeeping 
activity started 40 years 
ago and it will continue 
until I become too frail 
to lift and carry the 
equipment associated 
with bees. 

In other news, the 
Varroa mite is still a 
major threat and we are 
no nearer to defeating 
this parasite, so this is 
another facet of 
beekeeping that 
newcomers must 
become aware of. 

We do need our 
pollinators, so we must 
have new beekeepers.

Lifeguards compete 
in Rowing League 


LAST weekend, 
Llantwit Major 
Lifeguard Club’s 
Surf Boat Team 
travelled to 
Cornwall for the 
last rounds of the 
UK Surf Rowing 
League. 

The early season 
races, which took place 
in west Wales and north 
Devon, had already seen 
the men’s and women’s 
crews competing 
strongly against clubs 
from across the UK. 

Due to a training 
injury, Llantwit ladies 
were unable to compete 
this weekend, however 
they have made 
fantastic strides in this, 
only their second full 
season. They have 
regularly finished 
highly, outscoiing 
established crews from 
big surf lifesaving clubs 
such as Portreath and 
Perranport, and finished 
in third place. 

On Saturday, the 
racing took place at 
Watergate Bay, a beach 
renowned for its 
fearsome waves. 
However on arrival, 
conditions were 
challenging but nothing 
that would potentially 
capsize a boat. 

The boys did well 
through the rounds 
collecting points and 
won the golden point 
final which left them in 
a comfortable second, 
one point behind the 
leaders from 
Porthtowan. 

Sunday’s racing took 
place at Perranporth, 
with the crews being 
met with clear blue 
skies, a busy beach and 
a 5-6 foot wave - 
perfect surf boat 
conditions. 

After a nerve- 
jangling safety briefing 
from the event safety 
cover (“when your boat 
capsizes, only raise your 
arm if you are seriously 
hurt”) Llantwit were 


one of two experienced 
crews chosen to test the 
conditions. 

This was a wise 
move because while 
Llantwit managed to 
negotiate the big waves, 
the other team were sent 
sprawling out of their 
boat, which rolled and 
washed ashore. 

The racing that 
followed was as 
spectacular as the 
weather and among the 
most exciting witnessed 
for many seasons. 

In the first heat, the 
Llantwit crew were met 
with a huge set of 
waves and just before 
they were able to make 
it safely out behind the 
big swells, a big swell 
knocked them and 
snapped the solid 
wooden sweep oar used 
by the “sweep” to steer 
the boat. 

To the boys’ credit, 
they managed to 
negotiate both having 
no steering and the 
powerful surf to get 
back to the beach safely, 
however without 
completing the course 
this counted as a DNL 
and zero points. 

Undeterred, a quick 
swap to the replacement 
sweep oar (usually 
reserved for calm 
conditions only) saw the 
men’s team enter the 
second round more 
determined than ever. 

As other teams were 
again being toppled and 
bested by the 
conditions, Llantwit 
managed to power 
through the waves, turn 
the cans with a healthy 
lead and then Mike 
Lord superbly handled 
the boat back into the 
beach for Llantwit to 
claim first place. 

The third heat 
followed a similar 
pattern, with confidence 
in the testing waves 
now growing the team 
again got out through 
the waves in first place 
before catching a great 


wave back into the 
beach to win another 
heat. 

The weekend’s 
results secured 
Llantwit’s position in 
the league and saw them 
finish second for the 
season. Having only 
narrowly lost out in the 
league to reigning 
European champions 
Porthtowan and having 
beaten them several 
times this season, the 
signs are good for the 
upcoming races this 
summer. 

The teams will next 
be in action on 
Saturday, July 30 in the 
UK Open at Aberavon 
where they will attempt 
to defend their title, 
they will then head to 
Biarritz in the south of 
Lrance to race in the 
European 
Championships, in 
September.

“From this year, we 
have also committed to 
invest a further £1.4m to 
fund the resurfacing and 
treatment works 

required for those roads 
and footways within our 
surfacing plan identified 
to be of highest priority. 

“This funding is in 
addition to our pot hole 
repair revenue budget. 
We will also continue to 
utilise our popular Big 
Fill initiative to repair 
pot holes outside of our 
current pot hole repair 
programme, which 
allows residents to have 
an input into their local 
highway repair 

priorities, and we have 
specifically set aside 
£500kfor this for 2016- 
17.” 

Mr Punter 
added: “We believe that 
we have effective 
maintenance and 

resurfacing programmes 
commensurate with the 
budgets we have 
available but we, like all 
other councils, also have 
many other significant 
spending priorities, 
including areas such as 
education and social 
care. 

“Our spending on 
highways and footways 
has to be balanced 
against these other 
priorities.”

A FRIEND of mine 
who died recently 
at the age of 96, 
had been a member 
of the little-known 
Caterpillar Club.

As for George 
himself, he presented a 
‘thank you’ card to 
Alex on which he had 
written the words “You 
are the light in the 
darkness. Thank you.” 

On meeting Alex for 
the first time since his 
allergic reaction, 
George simply said: 
“Alex is my hero!”

A letter in this edition 
(see page 2) may be the 
first post-Referendum 
case locally of a 
suspected crime linked to 
a person’s beliefs - in this 
case, support for Brexit - 
being reported to the 
police. 

The writer. Dr Paul 
Langmaid, returned from 
a trip to find that his car, 
which had been left in the 
public car park behind 
Cowbridge Town Hall 
and had a ‘Vote Leave’ 
sticker in the window, 
had been ‘keyed’. 

Dr Langmaid reported 
the incident on July 15 
and was pleased at the 
attention given by the 
peso who dealt with the 
incident. 

However, Dr 

Langmaid was told that 
tracing the person or 
persons responsible 
would be “unlikely”. The 
car park has no CCTV 
and as Dr Langmaid 
suggests in his letter, 
policing is by ‘passing 
panda’. 

Dr Langmaid, told 
The GEM, this week: “It 
could have been done at 
any time over the course 
of a few days in a busy 
car park. Who knows 
how many people later 
brushed by my car or, 
innocently, left their 
fingerprints on it, 
possibly contaminating 
the crime scene.” 

Dr Langmaid said that 
he had been careful to 
phrase his report to the 
police with reference to 
the definition of “hate 
crime”, which, as given 
on www.gov.uk 

specifies... “crimes 
committed against 
someone because of their 
disability, gender- 


identity, race, religion or 
belief, or sexual 
orientation.” 

In Dr Langmaid’s 
case, he is sure that the 
act of vandalism took 
place purely because of 
the pro-Leave sticker in 
his car and was, 

therefore, an attack 

against his political 
beliefs. 

“I qualified, in my 
report to the police, that 
this was similar to a 
‘hate crime’, because it 
was an attack on my 
beliefs,” said Dr 

Langmaid. 

“Whoever vandalised 
my car, challenged any 
‘safe spaces’ we have in 
Cowbridge to 

communicate different 
beliefs to others. 

“I do not know if 
anyone else has 
experienced anything 
similar, but I would urge 
anyone who has, to 
report it. Don’t be put 
off; it is very easy to do, 
and it will let the police 
more accurately show 
what suspected crimes 
have taken place.” 

South Wales Police 
confirmed that the 
incident is under 
investigation, and asked 
the public to contact 101 
(quoting reference 
^675447). 

In earlier 

correspondence, a 
spokesman for the force 
stated: “We urge anyone 
who believes they have 
been the victim of any 
hate crime, or has fears 
about the safety of 
themselves or their 
community, to contact 
South Wales Police on 
the 101 non-emergency 
number, or 999 in an 
emergency. ”

Fast-forward to 2016 
and the character 
returns to the big screen 
(sans the erstwhile 
Genesis frontman's 
warbling) in The 
Legend of Tarzan, a 
more serious take on the 
character. Tarzan 
himself (Alexander 
Skarsgard) is now John 
Clayton III, or Ford 
Grey stoke, having left 
the jungle to make a 
new life in Fondon with 
his wife, Jane (Margot 
Robbie). 

However, when news 
emerges of a plan by 
Belgium’s King 
Feopold II to extract the 
Congo’s rich mineral 
deposits, led by his 
envoy Feon Rom 
(Christoph Waltz), 
American envoy George 
Washington Williams 
(Samuel F Jackson) 
convinces Clayton to 
return to his homeland 
to stop Rom’s evil plan 
- without knowing a 
tribal leader. Chief 
Mbonga (Djimon 
Hounsou), is awaiting 
the return of Tarzan... 

You can call it the 
‘Chris Nolan effect’. 
Fver since Batman 
Begins in 2005, 
filmmakers have found 
themselves presenting 
darker takes of sourced 
material, attempting to 
build their tales in a 
realistic world and take 
the character back to its 
roots. 

It doesn’t always 
work (you only need 
see last year’s borefest 
that was Fantastic Four 
to realise that), so when 
director David Yates 
suggested that The 
Legend of Tarzan would 
be inspired by that first 
Nolan Batman film, a 
gulp was taken; throw 
into the mix that the 
character of Tarzan - 
king of the jungle, talks 
to animals, has a nice 
line in tribal calls - has 
hardly been begging to 


return to the big screen, 
then expectations are 
not overly high. 

And yet, for all of the 
films po-faced 
earnestness, in all of the 
moments where it 
threatens to be too 
serious, there is still a 
solid adventure film 
lying beneath it, one 
that still reasonably 
entertains even if it 
takes pains to point out 
how weighty and 
portentous it’s trying to 
be. 

Having helmed four 
Harry Potter films (and 
with spin-off Fantastic 
Beasts and Where To 
Find Them set for 
release this November) 
David Yates has proved 
more than comfortable 
in the director’s chair of 
big blockbusters, and he 
shows his nous here 
with a film that looks 
superb, its budget on the 
screen for all to see. 

The plains of Africa 
and the murk of the 
deepest depths of the 
jungle are brought 
stunningly to life by 
Yates, while his 
handling of the film’s 
big set-pieces is done 
with a quiet and assured 
confidence. If the tone 
feels a little too heavy 
for the subject matter 
and is projected a little 
awkwardly (the 
coldness of Greystoke 
Manor bathed in blues, 
Africa a vibrant, sun- 
kissed yellow), then 
Yates at least tries to 
inject some zip into 
proceedings. 

Cast-wise, Alexander 
Skarsgard’s Tarzan may 
be a tad too brooding 
but when he swings into 
action (pardon the pun) 
he makes for an 
engaging hero, even if 
he’s played perhaps a 
little too coldly by the 
actor. 

Opposite him, 

Margot Robbie makes 
for an engaging Jane, 


even if she is reduced 
by the machinations of 
the story to a damsel in 
distress; that said, she is 
afforded more depth 
than most damsels, and 
the actress does a 
decent job. 

Samuel F Jackson’s 
character seems 
designed purely to add a 
little levity to affairs, 
something he does 
particularly well 
without really stretching 
himself, while 
Christoph Waltz’s 
villainous Rom, while a 
reprehensible character, 
is a touch too one-note 
and, for an actor of 
Waltz’s capabilities, 
lacking in any 
invention. 

Where the film 
would benefit the most 
would be from a 
different tone - there is 
an emotional backstory 
to Tarzan and Jane’s 
relationship, while his 
relationship to those he 
left behind in the jungle 
is similarly mired in 
emotion. 

Yet sometimes it’s far 
too weighty and austere 
for its own good, and 
while The Legend of 
Tarzan has its fun 
moments, it’s the 
overuse of the dramatic 
that slightly sours the 
taste. 

VERDICT: Part 
jungle romp, part 
weighty, emotional 
drama. The Legend of 
Tarzan’s inability to 
reconcile these two 
elements mean that 
while satisfying, its 
lacking in fun. David 
Yates makes the film 
look gorgeous and the 
cast do a decent job - 
it’s just a touch too 
earnest, and not quite 
thrilling enough. 
Average.

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Avoiding some of those summer ills - Part 2 


D eep Vein 
Thrombosis 
(DVT) 

happens when a 
blood clot forms in 
one of the body’s 
deep veins. This 
tends to happen 
when a person has 
been inactive for a 
period of time, as 
blood collects in the 
lower parts of the 
body, particularly 
in the lower legs. 

Every year, DVT 
affects one in every 
1,000 people in the UK, 
but there are things you 
can do to reduce your 
chances of getting it. For 
example, when you’re 
on a long journey, try to 
do leg and calf exercises 
every half hour or try to 
walk around. You can 
also help by wearing 
loose clothing from the 
waist down and making 
sure that you are 
drinking plenty of water 
to keep yourself 
hydrated. 

Pharmacy tips: If 
you’re worried about 
DVT, ask your 
pharmacist about 
compression socks. 

Planning ahead: If 
you take a regular 
medicine, make sure you 
have enough for your 
holiday. If you do run 
out of your medicine 
while you’re on holiday 


in the UK or you lose 
your medicine, go to a 
pharmacy as they may 
be able to sell you an 
emergency supply. 

There are some drugs 
however that a 
pharmacist will be 
unable to give you. 
These are called 
controlled drugs and 
include medicines like 
benzodiazepines and 
morphine. If you run out 
of these medicines, your 
pharmacist can refer you 
to a local doctor for 
more advice. The best 
advice is plan ahead and 
while on holiday, keep 
your medicine in a safe 
and secure place. 

Pharmacy tips: If you 
take a medicine for a 
long term condition, ask 
your pharmacist about 
the easiest way to 
reorder your 
prescription. 

Over The Counter 
Medicines: 

When you’re on 
holiday abroad, you may 
notice that medicines 
look different to how 
they do back home. This 
is because medicines 
have a generic name, 
which is the active 
ingredient of the 
medicine, and they have 
a brand name, which is 
the trade name the 
manufacturer gives to 
the medicine. For 
example, Viagra is the 
well-known brand name 
given to the generic 


medicine sildenafil. If 
you cannot find your 
normal brand in the 
pharmacy while you’re 
on holiday, don’t worry; 
the pharmacist in the UK 
will be able to find you 
something that contains 
the same active 
ingredient. 

Pharmacy tips: Try to 
stock up on holiday 
essentials like anti¬ 
sickness remedies, 
plasters and painkillers 
before you go on 
holiday. Be careful 
though; there are 
restrictions on taking 
certain medicines into 
another country, for 
example it is against the 
law to take medicines 
containing the painkiller 
codeine into the United 
Arab Emirates or 
Greece. Ask your 
pharmacist for more 
advice. 

Be careful when 
packing: There are new 
regulations on what 
you’re allowed to take as 
hand luggage so check 
with your flight operator 
before you travel to 
avoid any nasty 
surprises. 

Pharmacy tips: Taking 
a translation of the 
documents will help 
avoid any problems on 
the return flight if your 
destination is not 
English-speaking 
(especially outside of 
Europe). 

Travel sickness: Your 


pharmacist can give you 
advice on available 
remedies as well as 
giving tips on how to 
prevent travel sickness, 
such as ensuring there is 
good ventilation and 
encouraging children 
who suffer with travel 
sickness to look out of 
the window instead of 
playing games or 
reading books as this can 
make it worse. 

Pharmacy tips: 
Alcohol should be 
avoided while taking 
travel sickness tablets 
and the tablets may 
interact with other 
medicines you maybe 
taking, so ask your 
pharmacist for advice on 
the best product for you. 

Sunburn is something 
that you should 
definitely not have to 
suffer with on holiday. 
Visit your pharmacy 
before you go to make 
sure that you have the 
correct sunscreen for 
your holiday. 

It is recommended 
that an adult wears a 
sunscreen with a rating 
of at least SPF15 and for 
a child, SPF30. It will of 
course depend on where 
you’re travelling to, so 
ask your pharmacist for 
advice. 

You should apply 
sunscreen liberally 
before going out in the 
sun and make sure you 
reapply it every couple 
of hours throughout the

day. Also, try to stay in 
the shade when the sun 
is at its strongest 
between 11am and 3pm. 
If you do get sunburn, 
cover the area 
immediately to prevent 
further damage. 

A cool shower can 
also help, as can 
applying after-sun 
cream. If your skin starts 
to feel itchy a few days 
later and you start to 
peel, use a moisturiser. 
You can of course avoid 
all of this by making 
sure you apply sunscreen 
and stay in the shade. 

Pharmacy tips: Don’t 
be fooled by a cloudy 
sky! Just because you 
cannot see the sun does 
not mean that it won’t be 
causing damage to the 
skin. 

Time travelling: If 


you take regular 
medicines and will be 
travelling across 
different time 
zones,speak to your 
pharmacy before you go 
away as you may need 
to alter the way you take 
your medicine. 

For example, if you 
take the progesterone 
only pill, most only have 
a three-hour window 
before the dose is 
classed as being missed 
so you may want to 
continue to take your pill 
using UK time or 
gradually adjust the dose 
by no more than three 
hours at a time so it fits 
in with your holiday 
destination time. 

Patients with epilepsy 
should be advised that if 
they need to adjust their 
dosing schedule, this 
should be done gradually 
until a convenient 
dosage regimen has been 
established. The 
Epilepsy Society advises 
that this should be done 
with guidance from the 
patient’s GP. 

Pharmacy tips: 
Travelling across time 
zones can also cause jet 
lag. You can help lessen 
the effects of jet lag by 
making sure that you’re 
hydrated and avoiding 
alcohol and caffeine, 
which can disturb sleep. 

Anti-malarials: It 
only takes one bite to 
become infected with 
malaria, so make sure 


you take malaria 
prevention seriously. The 
type of antimalarial you 
need will depend on a 
number of factors 
including where you are 
going, your medical 
history, your age and 
whether you are 
pregnant. Ask your 
pharmacist for advice. 

Pharmacy tips: 
Unfortunately, no anti- 
malarial tablets and 
travel vaccines are 100 
per cent effective so it is 
essential to use other 
bite-avoidance 
precautions such as 
mosquito nets to go 
around your bed skin 
repellents and plug in 
vaporisers. 

Know your limits: If 
you're going on an all 
inclusive holiday, try to 
eat and drink as sensibly 
as you can. Overeating 
can cause a whole range 
of symptoms including 
heartburn, indigestion, 
nausea and constipation 
and over-drinking can of 
course cause the dreaded 
hangover. After you 
have eaten, try not to lie 
down right after you’ve 
had something to eat and 
if you really have to, use 
a couple of pillows so 
you sleep in a more 
upright position. 

Over-the-counter 
painkillers can help with 
headaches and muscle 
aches caused by over¬ 
drinking. Paracetamol- 
based remedies are 


usually preferable as 
aspirin may further 
irritate the stomach and 
increase nausea and 
sickness. 

Pharmacy tips: The 
best way to avoid a 
hangover of course is 
not to drink, but if you 
do, drink sensibly and 
try to keep within the 
recommended limit (men 
3-4 units per day and 
women 2-3). Try to eat 
lots of carbohydrates as 
this will help to slow 
down the body’s 
absorption of alcohol. 
Before you sleep, drink 
a pint or so of water and 
keep a glass of water by 
the bed to sip if you 
wake during the night. 

Must haves for a 
holiday health kit: Eye 
drops can help to 
replenish moisture after 
the humidity of 
aeroplanes, especially if 
you wear contact lenses. 
Painkillers can be used 
to treat back pain and 
headaches. 

They can also be used 
to treat high 

temperatures in children. 
Ear drops can help to 
treat the symptoms of 
ear infections - 
particularly common 
with children using 
swimming pools. 

Make sure you have a 
good supply of plasters, 
wound dressings and 
antiseptic creams for 
minor scrapes and falls.

1. On the 15th July 2016 the Vale of Glamorgan Council in exercise of its 
powers under Sections 14(1) and 22C of the Road Traffic Regulation Act 
1984 and of all other enabling powers made an Order the general effect of 
which is as described in the Schedules below. 

2. The Order will come into operation on the 30th July 2016 and a copy of 
the Order may be seen at the address shown below during normal office 
hours. 

3. If you wish to question the validity of the Order or any provisions 
contained therein on the grounds that they are not within the powers 
conferred by the above Act or on the grounds that any requirement of the 
same or that any instrument made under it has not been complied with in 
relation to the Order, you may within six weeks from the 30th July 2016 
apply to the High Court for this purpose. 

Except as provided by this Order: 

No person shall proceed on foot or cause or permit any vehicle or cycle to 
proceed, stop or wait at any time, in the location specified within the 
Schedule below. 

SCHEDULE 

Location: AH roads between the roundabout where the airport access 

road meets the A4226/B4265 and the junctions where the 
two airport access roads meet Port Road. 

Footpaths (Public Rights of Way) Penmark No’s 9, 9A, 10, 15, 
21, together with restricted by-way Penmark No 18 
throughout their lengths. 

Reasons These prohibitions, restrictions and limitations are made for 
the purpose of avoiding danger to persons or other traffic 
using the roads; avoiding, reducing, or reducing the likelihood 
of, danger connected with terrorism or for a purpose relating 
to danger or damage connected with terrorism (as defined in 
Section 1 of the Terrorism Act 2000). 

Duration From 18.01 hours on 30th July 2016 for a maximum period of 
18 Months. 

Alt Route The diversions for south east bound traffic will be from the 

roundabout adjacent to the Aircraft Maintenance Facility, then 
in a south easterly direction along the A4226 to the 
roundabout at the junction with Port Road then in a south 
westerly direction along Port Road, to the Airport and 
visa-versa.

Martin said: “What I 
love about food 
optimising is that it’s not 
a diet; it’s completely 
sustainable and nothing 
is off-limits.” 

Since joining 

Slimming World, Martin, 
who works with adults 
with learning difficulties 
and runs his own cake¬ 
making business Cake 
Sera Sera!, has lost lOst. 
His health has improved 
dramatically - he no 
longer has any diabetes 
symptoms and doesn’t 
need medication for any 
of his previous 
complaints, he’s got a 
whole new wardrobe, 
and he’s had the 
confidence to take and 
pass his driving test. 

He’s also taken on a 
new role of becoming a 
Slimming World 

consultant to help and 
inspire others on their 
weight loss goals. 

He added: “I was so 
chuffed to be crowned 
Slimming World’s Mr 
Sleek and now I feel 
honoured to be able to 
play a small part in 
helping others achieve 
their weight loss dreams, 
whatever they are.

Mr Jones, who is also the AM for 
Bridgend, set out the importance of 
Wales playing a full and active role in 
the forthcoming EU negotiations, and 
called on the Prime Minister to 
guarantee that the current levels of 
funding Wales receives from the EU 
will remain post-Brexit. 

Commenting on the first meeting 
between the two, the First Minister 
said: “Today’s meeting with Prime 
Minister Theresa May was a 


constructive and positive start to our 
working relationship. 

“It was a useful opportunity to talk 
openly with the Prime Minister about 
the full role Wales must play in the 
forthcoming negotiations about the 
UK’s exit from the EU. 

“I once again called for the UK 
Government to guarantee that the 
£600m of invaluable funding we 
currently receive from the EU will 
continue to flow to Wales after the 
UK’s exit takes place. 

“My immediate focus remains on 
securing a sustainable future for 
Wales’ steel industry and I am 
encouraged by Mrs May’s commitment 
to supporting the industry. We have 
agreed to continue to work together to 
do all we can to do ensure the Tata’s 
UK plants remain open and Welsh jobs 
are secured. ” 

Mrs May also met Welsh 
Conservative leader Andrew RT 
Davies who said she was a “fantastic 
champion for Wales”.

VULNERABLE farm 
businesses across the UK are 
to benefit from a major new 
scheme launched today 
(Thursday, July 21) by The 
Prince’s Countryside Fund. 

Supported by HRH The Prince of 
Wales, the charity’s Patron, the 
‘Prince’s Farm Resilience 
Programme’ aims to provide 
business support and one-to-one 
guidance to 300 farm businesses 
each year across the UK, as well as 
giving them the tools to evaluate 
their viability and long-term 
sustainability. 

Building on the success of The 
Prince’s Dairy Initiative, which has 
helped strengthen the UK dairy 
supply chain since 2012, the £1.5 
million five-year programme, 
developed by The Prince’s 
Countryside Fund, launches during 
National Countryside Week, 
following research earlier this 
month which showed a steep 
decline in the number of small 
family farms. 

Small and medium-sized family 
farms have experienced 
unprecedented strain and in 2015, 
the average farm income fell below 
£20,000 for the first time since 
2007. 

Their ability to survive 
economically is now so challenged 
that one in five are unable to pay 
their short term debts. In response, 
many are fighting the tide through 
innovation and diversifying their 
businesses into new areas, such as 
leisure and tourism. 

Now, a national steering group of 
industry experts has joined together 
with a wide range of local and 
specialist organisations to deliver 
business management workshops, 
develop online resources and 
deliver 15 sustainable local 
networks of farm businesses to 
improve efficiency and increase 
profitability on farms. 

Speaking about the launch of the 
programme. The Prince of Wales 
said: “The small farms which have 
been such an integral part of 
Britain's landscape for thousands of 
years are under threat. 

“My Farm Resilience Programme 


is designed to respond to those 
threats by helping up to 300 hard to 
reach, vulnerable farm businesses. It 
is the most far-reaching programme 
ever offered by my Countryside 
Fund.” 

Claire Saunders, the director of 
The Prince’s Countryside Fund, 
said: “There has never been a more 
important time for practical action 
to help farm businesses. On top of 
the everyday problems for farmers, 
new and more life-changing 
decisions are now required. 

“Small farms add vibrancy and 
strength to rural communities and 
ensure that we have a diverse 
farming sector. 

“By offering this programme we 
will provide many farmers with new 
skills to cope with the increasing 
financial, technical and human 
challenges they face. 

“The ultimate target has to be 
ensuring that we retain a varied and 
viable farming sector and nurture an 
essential part of our national 
identity by helping farms to make 
the most of their business.” 

In a bid to respond to 
contemporary challenges and 
identify ways to increase the 
viability of family farming, a recent 
report by the fund proposed a series 
of 17 recommendations which 
include: 

• Improvements to financial 
management, technical knowledge 
and market knowledge. 

• A need to upskill through 
targeted advice and training, as well 
as encouraging farmers to share best 
practice and analyse success. 

• Improve economic resilience by 
shortening the supply chain and 
increasing profits. 

• Invest in succession planning 
and develop initiatives to attract 
new blood into agriculture. 

Recruitment for the Farm 
Resilience Programme will begin in 
September and workshops will run 
between December 2016 and March 
2017 in locations across Wales, 
England, Scotland, and Northern 
Ireland.

Council members of staff took up 
the challenge. There was also a 
group walk with 29 participants, 
several of whom were wheelchair 
competitors, clients with walking 
impairments, friends and 
supporters with learning 
disabilities. 

Lance Carver, head of social 
services, commented after taking 
part in the event: “What an 


amazing achievement. I am lucky 
to be in the privileged position of 
working with staff and service 
users like these. The event was 
incredibly well organised and 
inclusive, and challenged 
misconceptions about disabilities, 
which is exactly what all our 
services should be aspiring to do”. 

The event was made possible 
with help from Barry Leisure 
Centre, Barry Brewers Eayre, Pinit 
Building & Civil Engineering, 
Stokes General Builders, 
Woodland Electricals, GRAB it.

Landlords receive road safety 
award after tackling problem 


RECENTLY, Vale 
landlords Jennie 
and Digby Rees 
were presented with 
the Road Safety 
Wales Award 2016 
in recognition of 
their continuing 
awareness of road 
safety in the rural 
village of Peterston- 
super-Ely. 

In the early 1990s, 
Jennie and Digby 
became alarmed by the 
congestion surrounding 
St Bride’s Road - the 
main road through the 
village - during the local 
primary school’s start 
and finish times. 

As many of the 
school’s pupils came 
from outside the village, 
the narrow roads became 
congested with an 
increasing number of 
parents dropping their 
children off for school, 
and they would then have 
to cross the busy roads to 
get to their lessons. 

With the safety of 
pupils in mind, Jennie 
and Digby approached 
the head teacher and 
governors of Peterston- 
super-Ely Primary 
School, and offered the 
use of their parking 
facilities at the Three 
Horse Shoes for parents’ 


vehicles at the beginning 
and end of the school 
day. 

This arrangement soon 
saw the problems posed 
by the traffic reduced, 
and, in 2007, the 
arrangement was further 
improved when a school 
crossing patrol site was 
established outside the 
public house, providing a 
pedestrian crossing 
point. This proved to be 
the final link in creating a 
safe walking route 
between the pub’s car 
park and the school, but 
could only be retained 
while permission to use 
the car park was 
sustained. 

Coun Peter King, Vale 
Council cabinet member, 
and Coun Rhodri 
Traherne, the local ward 
member for Peterston- 
super-Ely, were on hand 
to show their 
appreciation, with Coun 
King saying of the 
award: “This has proven 
to be a magnanimous 
gesture by Jenny and 
Digby Rees, one that has 
markedly improved 
congestion in the area. 

“It is a great privilege 
to have been able to 
award this road safety 
award to them, as they 
have contributed, not 
only to road safety, but to 
community spirit.”

RNLI rescues 
woman from 
drowning 


BARRY Dock 
RNLI lifeboat crew 
have rescued a 
female swimmer off 
Jacksons Bay, 
Barry Island, on 
July 18. 

The alarm was raised 
by her friends on the 
beach after she entered 
the water having 
enjoyed a few drinks 
together on the beach. 
Her friends became 
concerned when she was 
lost from sight. 

The lifeboat crew was 
called to the scene 
shortly before 7pm on 
Monday. The coastguard 
helicopter was also 
scrambled and the 
lifeboat crew launched 
both the bigger ‘all- 
weather’ lifeboat and the 
smaller inshore 
‘boarding’ boat 
stationed at Barry. 

Within minutes, the 
woman was rescued 
from the sea and was 
pulled into the boarding 
boat. 

She was transferred 


to the all-weather 
lifeboat for first aid, 
then brought ashore 
before being transferred 
into the care of 
paramedics. 

Police and 

coastguards were also 
on scene.
